Is Ordered Passed By the Re 
publican Caucus. 


Wasnineton, D. C., June 25.—[§pecial.]— 
Free coinage is a dead issue. 

It was killed in the house today by the 
votes of democratic deserters. 

Indeed, twenty-one democrats voted with 
the republicans, practically to sustain Reed in 
\is despotic usurpation of power. 

Reed appeared in the house early this morre 
ing. He was attired ina white and blue ten- 
nis shirt, a red polka dot searf was tied loosely 
around his collar, anda flowing red Gordon 
gash encircled his Barnes-like waist. The 
usual! sarcastic smile played on his face’as he 
glanced over the democratic side. He had 
suffere) defeats within the past few days, he 
had been battered and beaten, but he realized 
that victory was his today, and he had pre- 
pared himself for it. 

THE HOUR WAS REACHED. 

When the hour} for the vote was reached 
there was no excitement, and the result of the 
yote on Mr. Bland’s motion to concur in the 
senate amendments was defeated by 135 to 152. 
There were only about twenty of the western 
free coinage republicans who had the nerve to 
break away from their piratical leaders, and 
vote in accordance with their convictions. 
There are many other free coinage men on the 
republican side, but they were forced into line 
with their party, while the democrats deserted 
inadrove. Indeed, nearly all the New York, 
Pennsylvania and eastern democrats deserted, 
while only one man from the south—Dargan, 
of South Carolina—broke out of the demc- 
cratic ranks. 

THE FIGHT AT AN END. 

However, the silver fight is atanend. Free 
foinaze has been buried, and Tom Reed 
has again come out victorious although 
hehas been quite badly battered and torn 
up in the rough and tumble fight which 
has justended. In this fight the democrats 
have lost the greatest opportunity that has 
ever presented itself in the history of the 
party. 

Had they held together and passed a free 
coinage bill, it would have placed the republi- 
can majority in a decidedly embarrassing posi- 
tion. It would, indeed, have created a breach 
in the grand old party, which would have re- 
sulted in the certain defeat of that party, both 
in the congressional and presidential elections. 
On the other hand, the passage of a free coin- 
age bill by democratic votes would have 


thrown many of the (far western 
states into the democratic column, 
while even in the east it would 


- have resulted in practicaliy no democratic loss. 


The bill now goes toa conference committee 
of the two houses, where a compromise measure 
will be agreed upon that will prcba>iy be as 
Outlined in the despatc:es—a_ bill providing 
for the compulsory coinage of $4,500,000 
monthly. 


The Proceedings in Detail.

ALL AMENDMENTS REJECTED. 

Upon the announcement of the result, Mr. 
Springer withdrew his request for further 
amendments, and with the exception of the 
fourth amendment, they were considered en- 
masse. A motion to concur failed on a stand- 
ing vote—yeas 85, nays 146—and they were 
non-concurred in. 

On the fourth amendment (giving a_ legal- 
tender quality to silver certificates) Mr. Breck- 
inridge, of Kentucky, asked fora separate 
vote, but his motion to concur was defeated 
upon a Viva vcece vote. 

A motion was made by Mr. Conger to dis- 
agree to the amendment of the title. It was 
agreed to without division, as was his motion 
for the appointment of a conference commit- 
tee, and the struggle was over. 

THE NATIONAL ELECTION LAW, . 

The national election law bill is now before 
the house. As soon as the silver bill was dis- 
posed of today, the majority of the committee 
on rules brought in a resolution to take up the 
election law bill at once, and consider it until 
next Wednesday at 2 o’clock, when a vote shall 
be taken. Mr. McMillin and Mr. Blount both 
made strong speeches against railroading the 
bill through, without having proper time for de- 
bate and amendment, but they were voted 
down by nine majority, and the bill was taken 
up. There was considerable excitement dur- 
ing the brief debate, and the sergeant-at-arms 
had to bring ont his mace to maintain order. 
However, tomorrow the excitement will begin, 
and the liveliest scenes ever witnessed in con- 
gress are expected during the debate. 

THE HOG-LARD MAN. 

A. J. Wedderburn, the hog-lard lobbyist for 
the compound lard bill, is in trouble. 

Wedderburn, it is alleged, is the represen- 
tative of Squire & Co., of Boston, who are 
fighting and using money for the passage of 
the bill. Wedderburn runs alittle paper, sup- 
posed to be printed over at Grange Camp post- 
oftice, Virginia. Itis clalmod that the paper, 


lobby sheet for the hog-lard men, and the 
money for publishing itis furnished by these 
men. This was represented to the post-office 
department by the cotton-seed oil men, and 
the Grange Camp post-office was ordered 
discontinued. It was claimed that Wed- 
derburn was using the office improperly, 
by sending out his paper as anewspaper, when 
it is only a lobby sheet. Wedderburn prints 
his paper at Alexandria, and ships it to Grange 
Camp by freight, from whence it is mailed. 
It is claimed the circulation of the paper has 
jumped up in the past few weeks from a few 
hundred to many thousands. This excited 
suspicion at the department, and an examina- 
tion proved that the postmaster at Grange 
Camp, a man named Luckett, did not live there 
at all, but was in Wedderburn’s employ, and 
that Wedderburn was really the postmaster. 
By distributing the paper from Grange Camp, 
Wedderburn saved for himself the percentage 
of postage allowed to fourth-class postmasters. 
With one exception, .Wedderburn is said to 
have been the only patron of the office. 
Spa MR. CANDLER’S RETURN, 

Mr. Candler returned from a week’s visit to 
Georgia this morning. He says there is little 
excitement in the northern part of the state. 
The alliance people, he says, are firm. In the 
seventh district he thinks Mr. Clements will 
be renominated over Colonel Everett without 
much trouble. In the tenth he says there 
seems to be a change of tide, andit is now 
tiowing in Major Barnes’s direction. In the 
eighth he thinks political matters are badly 
mixed, while iri the fifth no one can yet tell 
who will win. Livingston’s and Stewart’s 
strength seems to be about equally divided. 
In the ninth, his own district, he thinks the 
seven candidates will go into the convention 
with a county or more each. He met Judge 
James Brown, and says he found him in good 
spirits and making a vigorous canvass. He 
thinks Brown will go into the convention with 
a strong following, but as yet it is impossible 
to tell who will be nominated. He does not 
believe that both Darnell and Pickett will be 
in the race. He believes they will reach an 
agreement by which one of the two will with- 
draw.

CotvumpiA, 8. C., June 25.—[Special.]—The 
canvass was resumed at Lexington today, and 
Tillman had things all his own way. 

Itis a Tillman town, and strongly opposed 
to Governor Richardson, on account of the 
feeling stirred up by the removal of Leaphart 
to Columbia for safe keeping by the governor. 
When Leaphart was returned to the Lexing- 
ton jail,on the word of prominent citizens 
that he would not be harmed, the mob lynched 
him. 

BREAKS OUT AGAIN. 

This bitterness against the governor broke 
out anew today. 

When Secretary of- State Marshall was 
speaking against Tillman, he deciared that he 
was opposed to Tillman and his methods. 

“We don’t want to hear you,’”’ said one of 
the crowd. 

**You shall hear me,”’ said Marshall, ‘I am 
a democrat, and I will be heard in reply to his 
charges that the senators were pejured. [It is 
not true. The senators were honest.” 

‘But Governor Richardson is not honest.’’ 

Here there was great excitement, and those 
near enough to hear, say Marshall denounced 
the man who interrupted him as a liar. 

The meeting was all one way, and Lexing- 
ton county will undoubtedly go for Tillman, 

THE MEETING AT EDGEFIELD, 

The meeting at Edgefield tomorrow ig in 
Tillman’s county, and he will receive an ova- 
tion. The speakerson the other side will be 
likely to have a tough time. Tillman yester- 
day challenged Colonel John C. Haskell to 
meet him at Lexington. Colonel Haskell said 
he had not .been inyited to Lexington, and 
could not go without an invitation, but asked 
Tillman to meet him in hisown home. 

“T’llsee you aro invited,’’ said Tillman, 
“through Colonel Sloane.”’ J 

Today Colonel Haskeil telegraphed Till- 
man, and he declined, saying ‘‘the colonel 
had frefused toshake hands with him.”’ 

AND THEN AT AIKEN, 

The next place of meeting is in Aiken on 
Friday. Both General Hampton and Coionel 
Haskell have been invited to Aiken, and both 
are going. Colonel Haskeil is going for the 
express purpose of making Tillman ackunowl- 
edge that his charges against the state govern- 
ment are untrue. 

Colonel Sloane said tonight that Senator 
Hampton would probably remain and canvsss 
the'state, and Senator Butier would be here, 
too. Colonel John C. Haskell is being pressed 
by his friends to make the race for governor. 
The pressure is getting stronger every day, 
and though it will be at the sacrifice of a mag- 
nificent law practice, he is considering the 
matter, 

The state executive committee met here 
tonight, and called a convention to meet here 
on the 12th of August, and decide whether 
they willcall primaries. Theconvention when, 
it gets together, will probably nominate 
Tillman on the spot. The call is to the effect 
that the convention meet to do nothing but 
order primaries. The anti-Tillman men are 
getting stirred up, and propose to organize a 
local club and run a-.local ticket in every 
county. 

Colonel Sloan, the red-hot chairman of the 
Richland executive committee, says the anti- 
Tillman people may win by work. As things 
go now it does not look probable. 

EVERYTHING IN A SWING. 


Tillman has got thingsin a swing, and he 
is riding on the crest of a tidal wave. The 
euthusiasm of his followers resembles that of 
those under conviction in an old-time camp- 
meeting. It is a kind of hallelujah canvass 
with him. It might be different if Colonel 
Haskell were in the fight. The local republi- 
cans appear to be paralyzed, and it will take a 
man of immense nerve and vigor to stiffen 
up the party that opposes Tillman. 

Colonel Haskell would go in like a cyclone, 
but even he would have hard work to beat 
Tillman. His meeting with Tillman at Aiken 
will be a decisive day in the camp again. If 
he succeeds in making Tillman back down ut- 
terly in the presence of the people, he may 
break the moral force of the movement. But 
even then, itis doubtful. Some men say they 
would vote for Tillman if he fails to make 
good .any of his charges. W.G. Coorgr.

NE LP 
A RATHER WARM DEBATE. 


The National Election Bill Considered by the 
House. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—In the house, Mr. 
Cannon from the committee on rules reported 
back a substitute fora resolution introduced by 
Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, setting apart five 
days of the.present week for the consideration 
of the national election bill. The substitute 
reads: 

Resolved, That immediately after the passage of 
this bili (the silver bill), the house will proceed 
to consider house bill 11,645 (national election 
bill) until July 2, at 2o0’clock, when the previous 


and any pending amendments and on the supsti- 
tute for the whole bill which members in charge 
of the bill shall have the right to offer; that dur- 
ing the lasttwo days amendments nay ve offered 
toany part of the bill in the house, with debate 
under the five minute rule. That this shall not 
interfere with the general appropriation bills. 
‘ THE FUN BEGINS. 

No sooner had the resolution been read than, 
Mr. Springer was on his feet with a motion to 
adjourn, and Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee shouted: 

‘This is a bill to revolutionize the govern- 
ment.’’ 

Mr. MeMillin, of Tennessee, wanted to 
know if gentlemen would be given a chance 
to offer amendments to any section. 

Mr. Cannon replied that that might require 
thirty to sixty days’ time. 

Mr. McMilliu recalled that some hundreds 
of amendments had been left pending when 
the tariff bill was passed, with no chance to 
vote upon them. He feared that this rule 
would work in the same fashion as that ap- 

lied to the tariff bill. No one except a se- 
ected few were to be given an opportunity to 
have their amendments considered. 

Finally it was agreed to ailow a forty min- 
utes’ debate on the resolution, with the un- 
derstanding that the previous question should 
be considered as ordered, and Mr. Springer 
withdrew his motion to adjourn. 

Mr. MeMillin, democratic member of the 
committee on rules, proceeded to attack the 
bill, charging that the gentlemen 
were tired of being elected by the people, and 
wanted to be elected by the government. For 
all these years the principles of the framers of 
the government had been respected, and the 
three- departments of the government had 
been kept jealously apart. But this good 
work was to go for nanght, and the legisla- 
tive was to be turned over to the judiciary. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, another member of 
the same committee, declared that the bill 
meant a total revolution in this country in the 
manner of electing representatives. The prop: 
ositions contained in the bill were monstrous 
and degrading to the best, most intelligent and 
most virtuous element of the country.

ALMOST IDENTIFIES THE THREE 
NEGROES, 


Who Are Held in Lawrenceville Jail 
Charged With a Heinous Offense— 
. They Are Held for Trial. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., June 25—[Special.] 
Today is a gloomy one for law and order. 

The excuse for this apprehension appeals to 
the natural instincts of every white man. 

Itis one of momentous issue to Andrew 
Speer, colored, and Thomas Harvey. 

Some make light of the statement that the 
people have been on the eve of taking control 
of matters themselves, butitisa mere fancy 
of the inobservant and uninformed. Danger 
lurks in the air and the spirit of insurrection 
is moving the hearts of men. Mrs. Taylor’s 
outrage is the motive. The fiat has gone forth 
that three negroes must die, bit the people 
have no desire on earth to take innocent blood. 
Hundreds of men are in town and they have 
a born leader of men at the front. The only 
fear is, he is too daring and reckless of human 
life, certainly in a case of this sort. 

MRS. TAYLOR ON HAND. 


. identification, as Mrs. Taylor had never seen 
the negroes. When she was carried in a round- 
about way to the jail it got out, in some mys- 
terious way, and the street to the jail was one 
solid stream of moving humans, and when the 
party interested directly in the identification 
arrived at the jail it was impossible to gain 
entrance. The sheriff was advised to leave 
the jail for awhile, and some of the party 
did, and one remained to inform the 
people that the jail would not be 
opened until the crowd had left. As one of 
the interested parties gave this information, 
the people, without a murmur, silently left the 
jail and shortly afterwards a secret entrance 
was gained and the negroes brought out. C. H. 

sond, N. L. Hutchins, Jr., the sheriff, and a 
brother and a cousin of the lady were present, 
besides Messrs. Morgan and Sykes, who 
arrested Len Dunlap, and Mr. Whidby, a 
friend of the lady. 

LOOKING UPON THE NEGROES. 

The lady, dressed in a plain white dress, 
weak, but cool and deliberate, took her seat 
between her brother and cousin. The negroes 
were called up from their cells and ordered 
out. They filed out of their iron cages into 
the presence of Mrs. Taylor with a nervous 
step, whether from fear of danger or remorse 
of conscience, if they have any, no one knows. 
They were asked if they knew Mrs. Taylor. 

Speer answered that “‘he had never seen her 
before.” 

Harvy said, ‘the had neverseen her as he 
knew of.’’ Lon said he never saw her before 
the night he was carried before her in Ben 
Smith’s district when arrested. 

THE ATLANTA INCIDENT. 

The Atlanta negro said, in Lon’s presence, 
that he left them in Brunswick, and with 
Speers’s coat, shoes and hat, and that he stole 
them. Speer hadon the hat, coat and shoes 
which he had taken from Lon. The party 
questioned Lon’ at length, and he showed his 
intense agony by his manner of talking, the 
nervous twitch of his mouth and the volume of 
perspiration rolling down his face. Mrs. Tay- 
lor eyed him like she would a tiger. _ 

During the whole time the identification was 
proceeding she hardly took her keen dark eyes 
off of Lon, and she firmly believes he is the 
negro who carried her baby. Whenshe viewed 
them to her satisfaction they were returned to 
their cells, and she went to dinner. She re- 
fused, at the instance of her advisers,to express 
herself until she had time torest. After an 
hour’s interval the same party assembled, and 
she expressed herself in substance as follows: 
Her first words were: - 

‘“T can’t exactly identify them, but their 
size. their looks—their clothes—is mighty like 
the ones with me that evening.” 

Your correspondent then asked her did she 
think they were the ones. She replied: 
“They look mighty like them.’’ 

She never spoke to any one, nor did any one 
speak to her, during theabove interval, and 
her expressions are impartial, and came freely 
and unencumbered with bias or duress. She 
says Lon is wearing one of the hats she can 
identify positively. That is the hat Andrew 
Speer wore here from Atlanta. She says one 
had on a brown hat at the time, and Harvey 
has that kindof a hat now. She says, how- 
ever, the size of Speer does not correspond 
with her idea of the black negro, and that Har- 
vey is hardly as light as the yellow one was, 
but that he then walked very much like his 
swinging walk now. They were all required 
to walk beforeher. In conclusion she said she 
wanted no inoecent negro hurt, but would 
freely give up her life to have the guilty 
apprehended and punished, and the last opin- 
ion she gave was as follows: 

‘‘T don’t know whether I could be satisfied 
that the yellow negro is the one or not.’’ 

THE TRIAL PROCEEDS. 


After these statements it was determined to 
go ahead with the trial. Engineer 
Dyer, Peeples, Burd and Deaton 
presided. Policeman Lockey and New- 
borne are here, witnesses ffor the 
defendants. They have claimed they 
could prove by them that on May 29th— 
Thursday—they were in Atlanta; that two 
negro women fought on that day and they 
were witnesses. These officers refused to 
swear this, but said the day and time referred 
to was June 3d, but that they saw Harvey 
there June Ist. 

The negroes were marched from jail under a 
guard of twenty-five officers armed with Win- 
chester rifles, pistols and shot-guns. The rain 
fell in torrents as the tramp of the guard be- 
gan, but they marched through the streets un- 
molested. 

MRS. TAYLOR’S DOUBT. 

Mrs. Taylor’s doubt as to-the negroes, 
allowed them to enter the hall of justice freely 
and safely, and itis this uncertainty that in- 
sures them a fair, unprejudiced and harmless 
trial. 

The evidence before the court wasin sub- 
stance as above related. The court committed 
them for rape promptly at the close of the 
case. The negroes, while in court, where sur- 
sounded by the armed guard. Afterthe At- 
lanta officers swore that they could 
not say if the negroes were in Atlanta, May 
29th, a revolution seemed imminent. 


+ Everybody began to press towards the bar 


and remained in a standing attitude. One man 
spoke out, ‘They are the bucks.” Another 
replied, ‘‘Let’s rip them up,’’ and two or three 
men, related to the lady, advised the sheriff to 
remove them from the court-room. Thé court 
acted upon the suggestion, and ordered the 
sheriff to remove them. It was reported that 
they would be attacked on the way, but before 
the leaders, if any, could act, the sheriff and 
his guard were nearly to the jail, and they were 
safely lodged therein. 
THE EVIDENCE AGAINST THEM. 

The trial is over. The parties are com- 
mitted. The bent of the public mind after the 
trial is now over, after the people have seen 
and heard Mrs. Taylor talk, and seen the 
negro,can be summed up as follows: 

1. That Lon Dunlop was when the 
assault was made, and knows who did it. 

' & That atsome time’ in thée-future, when 
‘they havé used him as far as is possible to 
get proof from him of the other guilty _ parties, 
he will be killed, if .the jail has to be torn 


It was desired to have a secret and private . 
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lested now, and not until a fullimvestigation 
by the grand jury.  s 

This opinion doesnot coincide with the opin- 
ion prevalent this morning, fér the reason that 
Mrs. Taylor had not seen the negroes. The 
only thing thatsaves the lives of the negroes is 
Mrs. Taylor’s own doubt. After the trial was 
over there were still many who desired to take 
the negroes and hang them. One said in Mrs. 
Taylor’s presence that within ten days they 
would be taken out. Another said that they 
ought not to have been allowed to go back to 
jail. Judge Hutchins says he will call an ad- 
journed term, if required, to try them. 


DEFENDING HENDERSON. 


A Card Replying to Charges Against the 
Commissioner’s Administration.“ 
RIcHMOND County, June 24th, 1890.—Editors 


Constitution: I have read the various charges - 


made against the administration of the depart- 
ment of.agriculture,and have failed to tind a single 
valid reason why a change should be made. I have 
also listened to the arguments and jreasons given 
by the two opposing candidates why either the one 
or the other should succeed Colonel Henderson in 
office. They have, for months, been traveling over 
the state attacking the official management of 
the commissioner and his private planting inter- 
est with the hopes of influencing the people of 
their fitness for office; but I have failed to see that 
they have shaken the farmers of Georgiain their 
confidence in Colonel Henderson. Charges have 
been made against the department of agriculture 
that every farmer in Georgia of intelligence knows 
to be unreasonable and without foundation and 
incapable of proof. Every man of ordinary intel- 
ligence, whether farmer or merchant, knows that 
the value put uporrcom mercial fertilizers is relative 
and not positive, and is done for the purpose of 
the purchasers to make an approximate value 
when buying the same. Furthermore not even an 
idiot supposes for a moment that the commission- 
er has any power to fix values, and when such 
charges are made that the guano manufacturers 
are willing to sell their products for less than cost, 
the charge is too puerile to be answered, and is an 
insult to the intelligence of the farmers. 
The charge of blackmailing the inspectors 
of ano for the purpose of electioneering 
funds in the interest of the commissioner is an in- 
sult tothe people of Georgia and a vile slander 
upon the ges and purity of Colonel Hender- 
son, which should meet with the contempt of 
every upright farmer in the state. We have not 
yet adopted such a yankee system in Georgia 
politics, and God forbid that such northern 
methods should ever invade our state. Colonel 
Henderson has no more to do With our school 
system in the disbursing of the fees arising from 
the inspection of guano than the other 
two aspirants for the office of comuissioner, 
and to charge him-in failing to do his duty in be- 
half of the schools, for the interest of the farmer 
children, is without reason or common sense. 

I know that Colonel Henderson has worked with 
zeal and industry to cstablish experimental farms 
and stations, and if we have not such it is no fault 
of his; andif his practical advice had been fol- 
lowed, we would have had an experimental farm 
that would have benefited the farmers’ sons of 
Georgia—where practical farming would have 
been taught instead of the truck-patch concern 
that we have got. 

In the pee ase of seeds for the department, and 
the distribution of the same, Colonel Henderson 
has pursued an economical, wise and conservative 
course which has greatly benefited the agricul- 
tural interests of the state. As much fun that has 
been made of the Spanish peanut by one of the 
candidates, I will venture to say that nothing that 
has been introduced into the state has been of 
greater benefit Nel the exception of the rust-proof 
oats) and of more value to the farmer 
than that little but valuable peanut. 
When welook atthe difference ofthe western 
farmer and the southern farmer, we must examine 
the cause why the former lives betterand more 
economical than the latter, and owe will 
find tbat the western farmer is not 
cursed with the _ slip-sho labor of 
the negro, orthe waste and destruction arising 
from such labor. With our system of labor 
employed in the west, they would not only be 
mortgaged as they are, but would have no shelter 
over their heads, as they only maintain their posi- 
tion by the economy, industry, and intelligence of 
their white labor. na 

Negro labor exhausts the soil, while white labor 
Ss the soil and increases the product. So 
Colonel Henderson has no poset to control or di- 
rect physical forces as a higher being directs it. 
When we make a critical analysis of Colonel Hen- 
derson’s adininistration we are compelled to say 
that he has given to the people of Georgia a 
clean, wise, judicious and economical adminis- 
tration. He has made mistakes, but has always 
corrected them when pointed out. Therefore no 
change in the office is neaded and Colonel Hen- 
derson should succeed himself.

THE WORK OF A SMALE CYCLONE 
AROUND TAYLOR. 
i cuemeenenintnncenmmetmmatieaa 
A House Swept Out of the Way—Fifty 
Negroes Gather ina New Building, and 
one Struck by Lightning. 


TAYtor, Ga., June 25.—[Special.]—On Sat- 
urday last, at about 5 o’clock in the afternoon,a 
very heavy and threatening rain storm passed 
directly over this place, and for quite a while a 
cyclone was feared by all present. One on a 
sinall scale passed a few hundred yards from 
the postoffice, and was described fully by those 
| ee it as being similar to a whirl- 

wind. . 

Just as it was being observed by a great 
number of citizens, it came in contact with a 
frame cottage, in which lived an old negro 
woman, and instantly it went tumbling to 
the ground. A band of darkeys rushed to 
the scene and rescued her, she receiving se- 
vere bruises about the body. 

THE CLIMAX REACHED. 

The climax of excitement had not yet been 

reached. Taylor & Freeman occupy a large 


two-story wooden building. As it 
was recently erected it ‘was supposed 
to be the safest from the dan- 
gerous wind, and about fifty persons 


were there seeking safety, forgetting that 
the building was unprotected from a lightning 
discharge, and that the presence of so many 
people only increased the danger. At last the 
terror came, and those who were 
Only a ‘few minutes * before’ dis- 


were now falling and reeling to the floor. 

Just how long they remained in this state can 

not be reliably stated, but itis estimated by ob- 

servers at from thirty seconds to five minutes. 
HOW THE FLASH ENTERED. 

The flash entered the chimney and traversed 
it for about fifteen feet, and then made a route 
to the earth throughout the building. Evi- 
dences of the shock were plainly 
felt fully one hundred yards 
from the store. Fortunately no lives were 
lost, but everyone who experienced the shock 
was very much frightened. 

As soon as it was possible for those in- 
side to bring into usage their powers of loco- 
motion, darkeys could be seen fleeing 
through fields and over fences, and as an old 
woman remarked: ‘fO, Lord, let me ge? 
furder away.”’ 

The damage tothe building and stock is 
estimated at about $250.

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The Clay Floor Dwellers.

Did anybody 
ever see a southern negro, slave or free, 
going around the country tn a calico coat 
and buttons a wash-tub, with a 
banjo on his back, and singing songs writien 
by a white man? 

We have special reasons for asking such 
a question, It is time that a little common 
sense was brought to bear on the question. 
The stage is a very large affair, and has 
been illuminated by Shakespeare and his 
guccessors. But is the largeness of the stage 
any reason why a parcel of gaping men and 
negro thoroughly, 


is so they are such 


craziness of 
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women, who know thie 
should endorse the negro frauds of the stage 
and literature? Why cannot people be 
thoroughly honest with themselves and de- 
nounce tricky appeals to their approbation? 

Let us take Mr. Oldham’s letter for what 
it is worth, and consider it with an eye to 
factsand history. ‘Think ofa negro living 
in such a domicile! The point to consider 
is not the clay floor—for many a_ white per- 
son in this country has lived and done well 
on clay floors; but the intimation that clay 
floors, with all the beautiful appoint- 
ments that Mr. Oldham sets forth, are negro 
institutions to be identified with the blacks 


and their past is simply a fraud. 

There is no need why any southern man 
should cater to the imagination of northern 
readers in order to get into print. The 
simplest thing in this world is the truth.

Picocecs 
A Russian. 

Some years ago, the Century magazine 
printed the portrait of Tolstoi, the Russian 
story-writer. The publication was in the 
nature of what seemed to bea demand on the 
part of a certain school of readers and fic- 
tionists. Mr. William Dean Howells, our 
own brilliant writer, hailed the Russian as a 
prophet, and made some entertaining quota- 
tions from a mass of stuff called ‘‘Peace 
and War.’’ Weare convinced that no sane 
person ever read this mess, and we desire to 
state that we regard Mr. Howells as wholly 
sane. We mean to seriously state, therefore, 
that not even Mr. Howells, who has a good 
deal of time at his command, ever groped 
his way through the interminable stuff that 
stands fer Tolstoi in literature. Mr. Howells 
made some apt quotations. A _ grain of 
pearly corn, perhaps a_ half-dozen grains, 
ean be found in a pigsty, but it is a small 
compliment tothe digestion of the swine to 
pick them out and hold them up to the 
public as examples of wit and religion. This, 
however, has been a part of Mr. Howells’s 
work as a critic, and, as it turns out, is not 
his least happiest}work. Undoubtedly he has 
led many people to make an attempt to wade 
through the heavy morasses of slime and 
immorality that stands for Tolstoi’s works, 
and no sane person who has ever made 
this attempt has ever found his purpose any- 
thing but filthy. 

Ye made some allusion awhile ago to 
Tolstoi’s portrait. Every newspaper in the 
land ought to reproduce it as a warning to 
the younger generation. It is the repre- 
sentation of a hairy brute, not far removed 
from the monkey tribe, with the same cute- 
ness in literary expressions that the monkey 
has in handling a handful of filberts, and it 
is this cuteness that has deceived Mr. 
Iloweils, who, being a sensible and sensitive 
man, is easily deceived, : 

One of Tolstoi’s latest publications is 
cM@iled ‘‘The Reutzer Sonata.’’ We have 
neither the time nor the inclination to go 
into the details of this vile publication. It 
is suilicient to say that an American lady, 
familiar -with the grossness that is one of 
the characteristics of foreign literature, has 
refused to translate it. It has been trans- 
lated, nevertheless, and it is an attack on 
the home, and the sanctity of marriage. It 
is full of Russian dirt and filthiness, show- 
ing the wrinkles full of nastiness that has 
no excuse for existence, 

All this is bad enough, but now Tolstoi, 
his hands and mind dripping with filth, de 
fends his position, attacks marriage, and en- 
deavors to show that his vile novel is some- 
thing for a decent mind to consider, 

The least—and the worst—that can be 
said of Tolstoi is that he is a Russian.

Ithas been charged that eyery man who has 
taught school three Inonths suffers with a chronic 
and inetrable’ case of big head, on. al! school 
subjects. The humble writer wasa pedagogue 
forty years ago, and he may posein y be still suffer- 
ing from the early effects of this disease. Never- 


of educational promoters, and we feel that it is 
our duty to speak out when there is anything in 
conflict with the educational interests. 
The art teaching has been greatly 
perfected; the text books, for the 
most part, mect the requirements of the age—and 
the school system has been much improved in the 
last decade. All of this is high'y satisfactory— 
we feel a just pride in our public schools, colleges 
and universities. Our complaint is that the 
children of the public schools south do not have 


hot season. Fhey should not be in school during 
June, duly and August. The relaxing effects of 
suminer heat, coupled with the worry of pre- 
paring recitations the performance of 
the ‘usnal duties of the school-room, Jay 
the foundation for enfeebled powers of 
digestion, and therefore weakened constitutions. 
Children thus circumstanced become an easy prey 
to prevailing diseases, with diminished chances 
for recoyery. The nervous system in childbood is 
easily upset, especially in case of females, air.ving 
at the age of puberty. Convulsions are common. 
Kielax the system of a child, and tax the brain 
with study, and other schoel dutiea, and if it 
escapes harm, itis sheer accident. One of my 
own children came near dying, a few years aro, of 
toomuch heat and tog much school, We are 
alarmed when we see the dangers which lie in wait 
for the children of the public schools, especially 
of our large cities, during the hot months. 
In one case there may be only lassitude and 
headache; in another mental inertia; in another 
weak and imperfect vision. Irregular muscular 
aciion may produce lateral curvature of the spine, 
or develop St. Vitus dance. Can we afford to take 
the risk of so great a sacrifice? We think not; ‘we 
owe too much to ourselves, our children, and com- 
ing generations to de so. Our boards of education 
shouid not allow the schools to continue longer 
than nine months in the year. ‘The usual holidays 
shonid be giyen. ‘The salaries of teachers shouid 
suiter no diminution, for we will gain time, by 
iving time to those noble men and women who 
are daily. wearing life away, in the pursuit of their 
great vocation.

Nor are they con- 
fined to the cabins of the colored population. 
The dining-rooms of well-to-do planters were 
olten in the basement, and the floors were of clay, 
as hard, as evenly packed down, and as free trom 
any repugnant associations as the most 
refined nature could wish. I recall 


one in particular: The room was 


one end, before which wasa broad ochre-tinted 
hearth of unusually large brick. The fire dogs 
were high and of tbrass, in an old- 
fashioned design. The mantel was of 
oak, genuinely antique. The floor was of red clay, 
a shade more red than the “hearth-stone.”’ A 
heavy roller. or maul, with a smooth end, had 
made the clay surface as level as a marble 
slab. Tiere and there bits of matting were 
lacéd abort, of a rich yellow, that blended 
sarmoniousiy with the warmer tint of the 
clay. From the floor to near half way up 
to the ceiling a #wainscoating of some 


hard wood ran all around the room, and above 


that was a rough, sanded surface of a terra cotta | 


color. The ceiling overhead wasof snowy white- 
wash. The winter fires of several renerations 
had baked the chy inthe fioor tothe hardness of 
brick, and it wag capabie of being .scoared with 
brush and water, as it it had been of any other ma- 
terial... The room was always delightfully cool, 
and certainly it was aS agreeable to the eye and 
cosy withal as any one could wish. 

It was even more frequent to find the floor of 
kitchens and of the negro cabins’ made of 
clay, and great care was invariativ exercised 
in selecting a fine quality of clay. The color was 
usually red or yellow, but often of white or blue, 
andthe material used being nothing less thana 
superior article of kaolin. 

There comes to mind the closing verse 
of a poem entitied, “The Old Clay Floor,” 
written by a southern lady, and which aecentu- 
ates the fact that such floors have actually had an 
existence inthe south. I quote: 


‘‘And like the Greek exile who bore where he went 
Sacred soil from the land of his birth, 
I took just a clod of the clay from the floor, 
AS my most saered treasure on earth.’’

For the entire sonth the Gate City has been 
made the point of distribution for the Ameri- 
ean Book company.

Major Joseph Van Holt Nash, who will have 
charge cf the work for the southern states says 
not. 

Before the combination was made each of 
the four companies in it had representatives 
throughout the southern states and traveling 
men foo. 

In the trade the four companies were com- 
petitors. 

Major Nash had been the representative of 
the Appieton house for years, and ‘his reten- 
tion by the combination is quite a compliment 
to him. 

Immediately after the combination was ef- 
fected there were many applications for the 
management of the houses. 

In Atianta there were several. 

It scems, however, that the combination 
wante la bigger guarantee than mostof the 
parties were able to give, and than nearly all 
were willing to offer. 

That guarantee was $100,000. 

The $100,000 was not absolutely required, 
but the combination was unwilling to place 
the trade of ail the southern states in the 
hands of one firm with a smaller capital. 

Major Nash with his partner, Mr. Burges 
Smith, were able to make the guarantee and 
secured the distribution agency. 

The American Banking company, itis said, 
is behind Major Nash and Mr. Smith. 

The Atlanta branch row hasa_ large stock 
on hand, but by September, when the school 
year begins, it will have one of the biggest 
stocxs of school-books ever seen in the south. 

In the stock will be the publications from 
the four houses in the comb: nation. 

The branchis now seeking new quarters 
and will tit them up handsomely. 

Will al) this benefit the school-book buyer? 

Major Nash and Mr.’Smith both say yes. 

Major Nash, than whom no one in the south 
is more conversant with the school-book busi- 
mess, said yesterday in discussing the situa- 
tion: ~ 

‘IT am settling up the business affairs of the 
Messrs. Appleton as fast as I can, and have 
transferred their stock to the American Book 
company since the middie of May. Then, too, 
Iam pieased to state that 1t was contemplated 
from the beginning of this publishers’ alliance, 
to favor the south, and you ean state that all 
of the sechool-books of the allied publishers 
can be had-at Atlantaina very short time &t 
the same prices and diseounts will be given at 
New York, Cincinnati or Chicago.” 

“Then here is another idea,’ continued 
Maior Nash. ‘‘These four companies are be- 
ing called a book trust. Thatis wrong. They 
are a trusty set and nothing more, if I know 
what the werd means in the sense that it is 
msually applied to ali combinations. This 
alliance is exactly the opposite of a trust in 
word and deed and is nothing more nor less 
than an every-day joint stock company, like 
the American News aud other legitimate com- 
binations that have existed through all time 
past in almost every interest of life.”’ 

“This combination tends to prevent competi-

Mr. Joel Hurt Explains Some of 
the Features. 


NINE STORIES AND FIRE PROOF 


With Everything ofthe Finest 
that Money Can Make It. 


“It will be the finest §buildingin the south 
and the finest money can make it.”’ 

That was Mr. Joel Hutr’s comment upon 
the new Equitable building. 

Mr. Hurt reached Atlanta onthe Air-line 
train last night. Hehas beenin New York 
completing the arrangements for the new 
building, and attending to other business mat- 
ters in the interest of the East Atlanta Land 
company. 

“The Equitable building” hefexplained, “‘is 
to be built by the East Atlanta Land company, 
on the lot at the corner of Edgewood avenue 
and Pryor streets, across Pryor street |from the 
Moore & Marsh building. As I have said, it 
is to be nine stories high, or about half again 
as high as that of Moore, Marsh & Co., and it 
is to be the finest, I suppose, in the south. 
We, I speak for the East Atlanta Land com- 
pany, have made a long loan with the Equita- 
ble Assurance society at a rate lower, 
I suppose, than was eyer made by 
any company in Georgia. We will proceed at 
once to erect the building, which, as it is to be 
southern headquarters for the Equitable, is to 
be known as the Equitable building. 

‘‘While all the arrangements have been de- 
termined upon,’’ continued Mr. Hurt, “TI 
I can’t begin, in a casual conversation, to give 
you all the details. It is to be  fire- 
proof, of splendid construction, as 
fine as money can meke it. The 
insurance headquarters will be as near perfec- 
tion as anything can be. Then there will bea 
banking room with plenty of vault room, with 
safe deposit vaults. Rooms for a commercial 
club are to be provided, and so are rooms for a 
spiendid law library. Besides those for the 
Equitable, there will be otherinsurance offices, 
all of them elegant. There wiil be offices of 
all kinds—I can’t begin to give it all to you.” 

‘‘Have plans been drawn ?” 

“Not yet. That work and the work of 
erecting the building will be pushed forward 
as rapidly as possible.” 

SOME OTHER MATTERS. 

In addition to the Equitabie building busi- 
ness, Mr. Ikurt’s visit has another significance.

THE CLOSING EXERCISES IN PROG-

The Boys’ High School to Give Its Exhibi- 
tion Tonight—The Girls’ High School 
Tomorrow Night. 


Another big crowd filled the Girls’ High 
school and Browning hall yesterday.

Members of the board of education paid 
visits to the entire school, examining the oral 
and written work. 

A room that was specially attractive was the 
businesss department, in charge of Mrs. 
Douglas. 

There the young ladies busied themselves 
in type-writing, stenography, book-keeping 
and other business practices. It was all very 
interesting, the moreso that this was the first 
extended public inspection this feature of the 
public school system has undergone. That it 
has been a gratifying success was demonstrated 
beyond doubt by the skill and proficiency 
showed by the young ladies in the business 
branches taught. 

No examinations were conducted in the 
fourth class, this grade having already held 
its oral review.

THE ONLY MARRIED CHINAMAN IN 
ATLANTA HAS TROUBLE. 


The Fact That His Wife Was Apparently 
Untrue to Her Connubial Vows Causes 
Him to Resort to the Law. 


Henry Leon, the Marietta street Jaundry- 
man, is in a peck of trouble. 

And he is not to blame for same.

She said yesterday evening to a reporter that 
she had been married fifteen years to Leon, 
who isan educated Chinaman and acts as an 
interpreter frequently, as occasion requires, in 
disputes among his countrymen in the city. 
They were married in Philadelphia, and 
seven children have been born to them. 


The oldest boy was sent to Chinato be edu- 
cated, where he is now. 

Mrs. Leon claims that she is well connected 
in Philadelphia, and that she never began 
drinking until they came to Atlanta some 
years ago. 

She says that she was drunk and wandered 
into the room where Griggs aud others were 
sleeping off a drunken debauch, and that she 
was guilty of nothing wrong. 

She said that Leon had threatened to send 
her back to Philadelphia, and had threatened 
to sue for diyorce on account of her drinking 
habits. 

They own a very snug property on Marietta 
street, and are well-to-do. 

But Leon is both angry and scared, and 
when the trial of Griggs comes up before 
Judge Landrum this morning, there will prob- 
ably be some interesting developments.
